Rector  Speaks  on  'Cancer* 
in  Apr.  18  Convocation

Dr.  Frank  Rector  spoke  on 
cancer  in  the  morning  convoca¬ 
tion  Fridai-.  April  18.  Cancer,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Rector,  is  associated 
with  all  life;  it  is  a  wild  disorder¬ 
ly  grow-Ui  of  cells.  Cells  grow  by 
stimulation,  regulation  and  inhi¬ 
bition.  If  these  Uuee  forces  do 
not  cooperate  we  hove  one  of 
three  '‘D”s  of  disease.  eiUier  de- 
foimily,  disability,  or  disease. 

Cancer  is  caused  by  the  renew¬ 
al  of  stimulation,  the  tissue  thjit 
results  has  no  duty  to  perform 
and  consequently-  grows  unregu¬ 
lated.  Cancer  spreads  tlirough 
the  blood  stream  to  various  parts 
of  the  body.  To  stop  the 
tinuaUon  of  cancer  all  cells 
be  removed  eithbr  by  surgery, 
x-ray.  or  radium  treatments.  Dr. 
Rector  gave  the  advice  to  go 
a  doctor,  and  to  keep  away  fi 
quacks— "you're  safer  off  ir 
den  of  rattlesnakes  than  in 
hands  of  a  quack."

Age  of  Speed 

Rev.  C.  J.  Mardorf  of  Sumner 
led  convocation  on  Monday.  April  i 
21  Jlev.  Mardorf  pointed  out 
that  this  is  the  busiest,  fastest  age 
in  history.  This  age  of  speed  has 
its  effects  upon  people:  on  one 
hand  we  have  those  who  are  con¬ 
tinually  rushing  and  who  do  not 
have  time  to  stop  and  think  where 
they  are  going,  on  the  other  hand 
we  have  those  who  have  no  defi¬ 
nite  aim  in  life  but  who  lust  “go". 
There  is  a  middle  group  which

dition  to  these  qualities  we  must 
have  one  more  quality,  that  of 
faith.  With  these  qualities  we 
should  be  able  to  profit  more  from 
our  lives  and  get  more  done 
if  we  hurried. 

Aids  to  Inner  Strength 

The  acquisition  of  inner 
strength  was  the  theme  for  lhe| 
talk  of  Rev.  Diers  of  Waterloo  on 
Wednesday.  April  23.  Rev.  Diers 
pointed  out  that  one  cannot  gain 
inner  strength  if  the  physical  con¬ 
dition  is  unhealthy.  Imagination 
is  a  powerful  influence  either  for 
or  against  the  gaining  of  inner 
strength,  when  it  is  used  to  best 
advantage  it  can,  however  prove 
a  great  aid. 

For  the  acquisition  of  inner 
spiritual  strength  communion  is 
necessary:  comnmnlon  with  other 
people,  with  friends.  A  commun¬ 
ion  with  moral  ideals  is  also  need¬ 
ed.  going  on  the  "straight  and 
narrow”  or  on  a  course  w^ch  we 
are  convinced  is  right  will  also 
give  us  strength.
